SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The booklet entitled Hot Stuff February 1997 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The booklet presents explicit text in the form of 26 letters from readers describing their 
sexual fantasies. Sexually explicit drawings or advertisements take up approximately 
one third of the 100 pages. 

The booklet promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes, and promotes and supports the use of urine and excrement in association 
with degrading and sexual conduct. 

One letter describes sexual activity between a school age female and her stepfather. 
Seven letters describe sexual activity involving the use of urine and/or excrement. 
Activities described include people urinating onto each other, and people eating 
excrement and swallowing urine. All of the stories are written in a sexually titillating and 
explicit manner. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication.
